cording to the local weather bureau. 


High winds, that sometimes took 


the form of twisters, accompanied 
the rain in many places. The chief 
damage was about $30,000 loss at 
McCook when a storm hit the Amer- 
ican Legion airport and demolished 
the hangar and several planes. A 
few thousand dollars 
damage was 


incurred about five miles north of 
Lincoln , where barns, trees and 
chicken houses suffered. 
Bringing relief to a corn crop 
parched by the intense heat, gen- 
erous rains poured down upon all 
of southwestern and eastern Ne- 
braska Sunday evening and early 
Monday morning.

Seoul dispatches to Tokyo news- 
papers said fifty-eight deaths were 
known to have resulted from last 
Friday's typhoon, which swept tri 
from the Pacific, lashed Kiushiu 
and whipped across Korea straight 
into the provinces of Keishonando, 
Keishohokudo, Kankyonando 
and 
Kogendo. These provinces, still suf- 
fering from the effects of recent 
floods -which killed at least 185 per- 
sons, and made thousands homeless, 
were hard hit by the typhoon.

MACDONALD'S MISSION. 


Perjury is one of the most common crimes in the 


United States. 


It besmirches the records of American courts prim- 


arily because of the difficulty in punishing the one 
who perjures himself. Juries are loath to convict 
even when the evidence seems clean-cut and un- 
mistakable. More frequently, however, perjury has 
been resorted to in order to defeat justice. That is 
what makes the mission of John MacDonald, of 
Baltimore, past seventy in years, broken in health, 
the more remarkable. For MacDonald is ready to 
brand himself a perjurer in order to secure the re- 
lease of Thomas J. Mooney, convicted in the Pre- 
paredness Day bombing plot in San Francisco thir- 
teen years ago and sentenced originally to death, 
then commuted to a life term in the California 
prison. 


The Mooney case has few parallels in American 


history. In the first place it has been more bitterly 
fought. The efforts to iree the -widely-known gang 
leader began when the sentence of the court was 
pronounced and have continued without interruption 
since. They drew first blood when Mooney's death 
sentence was cut to life imprisonment. Since then 
they have been doubled to secure his release and 
exoneration. They have drawn the attention and en- 
listed the support of hundreds of thousands of people, 
including many of national prominence. For the last 
year Mooney could have stepped fr.om his prison 
cell into the sunlight had he been willing to accept 
a parole. But insisting that he was innocent of the 
crime, for conviction of which he has already spent 
thirteen valuable years of his life in the deadly at- 
mosphere of the penitentiary, he has refused to ac- 
cede to a conditional release. 


Mr. Hosman apparently considers this only a drop 


in the bucket. But most people would say it is a vciy 
substantial donation by the state, and no doubt it 
is so regarded by the districts receiving the money. 


On page 149 of the state tax commissioner's pub- 


ished report for 1929 will be found a table of figures 
ay counties showing that the people of Nebraska 
ast year taxed themselves a total of $25,539,048 lor 
the support of the common schools. This was 45 per 
cent of the taxes levied for all governmental pur- 
poses. 


Further taxation of. $1,588,225 was voted by the 


people of a number of counties to maintain county 
high schools. This was another 3 per cent of the 
total, making 48 per cent of all tax revenues in Ne- 
braska that went to the public schools. 


A grand total in excess of $28,000,000 was thus 


spent in one year by the school districts, the counties, 
and the state itself for elementary education. As 
there are about 400,000 school children in Nebraska. 
this-v,was equivalent to $70 for each and every child 
j 


enumeiated. That does not take into account the 
millions spent heretofore in permanent building and 
equipment. 


If this is not generous support for the schools, as 


set forth in The Star's previous article, it would be 
interesting to know what those who think Nebraska 
is a stingy state would consider to be fairly liberal.

THE SMALL TOWN DOCTOR. 


Tulane university plans to reverse the trend toward 


specialization in medicine.. It has announced that 
next fall it will open a new $1,250,000 medical build- 
ing for the purpose of preparing advanced students 
for general practice in the smaller towns and cities. 


The plan of relying largely on specialists works 


well enough in the cities, Dean C. C. Bass stated, in 
explaining the plan. He pointed out, however, that 
the specialization system is not adapted to small 
communities. Training only for specialization, the 
common tendency in the modern medical school, 
handicaps the physician and surgeon, who wish to 
carry on a geneial practice in the bulk of communi- 
ties in the land. It is a handicap to the average 
family which has to rely on the general practitioner 
for medical care. 


The Tulane move is a step in the right direction. 


It is a part of a more general recognition in all 
'ields ttuoughout the country that specialization may 


carried to an extreme. The providing of funds for 


development of medical men with a general training 
will encourage once again the training of men qual- 
ified for a general practice, the lack of which has 
tended to draw too much of the abler talent into 
specialized lines to the detriment in some cases of 
general medical aid. It will bring back that revered 
and trusted friend of humanity—the country doctor.

Twelve years' ago Sunday marked the opening of 


one of the great battles in history. Upon its outcome 
hinged the question whether the great German drive 
upon Paris could be stopped. For four days there was 
desperate fighting, in which American troops played 
the leading role, and when tiie artillery thunder 
finally rolled eastward, Germany's ofr.^nsive, it ae- 
veloped, had been broken for all time to come. The 
war continued through August, September, October 
and the first eleven days of November but it was a 
beaten Germany, which continued to struggle on, 
constantly in retreat. 


When the battle of Soissons started the Germans 


had eaten a great pocket into the French lines be- 
tween Soissons and Rheims. While the Germans were 
hammering with mighty blows at the advanced pos- 
itions, two divisions of American troops were quietl}' 
moved into posiUon on the flanks. In the fog and 
mists of early morning of a pitifully hot day, they 
launched the surprise attack which did not end 
until 
thousands of 
Germans had been captured, 


enormous quantities of guns and munitions taken, 
and all of that territory for which Germany had 
paid such a fearful price made untenable. The Yanks, 
breaking through on the flanks, all but caught the 
great German armies concentrated on the Soissons 
front, in a trap by slipping in behind them. 


No battle of the war was more bitterly contested
